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CHAIRMAN’S 
MESSAGE 


TONY HENSHAW 


It has been a great honour to serve the 
South Australian Soccer Federation as its 
Chairman during the celebration of 100 
years of soccer in this State. 


Soccer in this country is going through a 
critical period. The results of subsequent 
events at a National level will effect all 
Stakeholders in the future. 


Over the past 12 months we have seen several 
changes at Soccer Australia. The recent resignation 
of the Chairman and Board Members together with 
the Chief Executive Officer has further highlighted 
the desperate need for unity in our sport if it is in 
fact going to become a major force in the Australian 
sporting markets. 


The Australian Sports Commission inquiry into the 
Governance of the sport will pave a crucial path for 
the way we all “do business” in the future. 


Now that the Oceania Confederation has gained 
direct access to the 2006 World Cup, Australia will 
have its best chance ever of qualifying. As we have 
said on several occasions - Australia in the World 
Cup will be the biggest fillip that this sport can 
ever hope for. 


In September, the Federation signed an Interim 
Agreement with the Amateur League, Juniors and 
Women’s Association to see the formation of Soccer 
SA - which would be the governing body of the 
game in this State. 


An interim Board has been appointed by each of the 
above stakeholders which will meet on a regular 
basis to formulate a business plan with the 
intention that by December 2003, Soccer SA shall be 
a fully constituted body representing all 
stakeholders of the game in South Australia. 


In the Interim period, Soccer SA shall unite its 
resources in the areas of Marketing, Grants, 
Programming of events and the compiling of a 
common Data Base. 


The effects of these National and Local matters will 
effect the development of the Federation’s Business 
Plan - therefore it has been difficult to commit to 
the implementation of the Business Plan as we have 
drafted it. However, it was pleasing that several of 
the initiatives contained in our short term plan were 
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put in place during the year — including 
the introduction of Goalkick - a program 
for children aged 5 - 8 as an introduction 
to the sport. 


As a critical part of our 100 Years of 
Soccer in South Australia celebrations we 
hosted Interstate matches against other 
States as part of the Fasta Pasta Centenary 
Challenge. The results were outstanding - three wins 
and two draws - undefeated in five matches and 
unofficially crowned Champions of Australia. 


On behalf of the Board I would like to thank all 
those involved with the organisation of these 
matches - particularly a big thanks to those States 
which travelled to Adelaide for these games. 


We must acknowledge Captain Michael Brooks and 
all the players who represented their State with 
pride. Not one player was paid for their services but 
did so in the pride of representing their State. 


Mike Barnett and his assistant, Jim Karabatsos must 
be congratulated on their preparation of the team. 


Denis Harlow as Team Manager coordinated all 
training and match sessions ably assisted by Alan 
Horsfall, gear steward Joe Janko, Trainer Peter Duke 
and Dr Tom Mittiga. 


Thanks to all the team - you have done South 
Australia proud. 


In recognition of our community involvement the 
Board of Commissioners adopted The Smith Family 
as its charity for 2002. The Smith Family 
participated in several fund raising opportunities 
promoted by the Federation during the year - which 
gave this worthwhile charity the opportunity of 
interacting with our sport.

MANAGER’S 
REPORT 


While the year just past has presented us 
with several high points to report, it has 
also, highlighted several difficult times 
which our sport is enduring. 


We would have hoped with the settlement 
of the Hindmarsh Stadium issue that we 
could return to “core business” and 
celebrate 100 years of Soccer in South Australia. 


Once again we were required to attend to issues 
which were not related to the conduct of the sport 
in South Australia. 


The Board has since set about formulating a Budget 
for the future which will generate future profits for 
the game. 


Make no mistake, this will be a difficult task and we 
all will need to share the pain as we rebuild our 
organisation concentrating on “no risk” areas of our 
operation. 


While costs have risen substantially over the past 4 
5 years — our income has suffered with a decline 
in Sponsorships, ongoing Hindmarsh Stadium issues 
and issues at a National level which impact heavily 
Of Our Own operation and the way the sport is 

perceived in the Market Place. 


Burying our heads in the sand, throwing our arms in 
the air is not the answer. It is our duty to look 
forward positively and move in those directions in 
promotion of the game. 


What we do have at our disposal is the fastest 
growing code of football in this country and as 
Administrators of it, must look at all ways to ensure 
that it is promoted and supported in a positive 
light. 


While that may seem difficult (some may say even 
impossible) in the current climate we must take the 
lead, unite and provide for our youth the 
opportunities that they deserve in this world game. 


However we must do so within our means and 
rekindle the support and confidence of the South 
Australian business community. To achieve this 
fundamental and essential goal it will mean that all 
associated with the game will need to cast aside 
self interests - which has for so long held the game 
back from achieving its true potential.

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With the formation of Soccer SA and the 
signing of the interim agreement between 
The Federation, Amateur League, Juniors 
and Women - a golden opportunity has 
presented itself on our own doorstep. 


The Board has extended its hand to all 
involved in the sport to work with it in 
reaching its goals. At the same time we have set 
ourselves very high standards which must never be 
compromised. : 


We must always support our peak body - Soccer 
Australia. But who is Soccer Australia? The simple 
answer is that Soccer Australia is each and every 
one of us.

Lets 
hope that at the end of it the Stakeholders also 
take responsibility for where the game is headed. 


Tony Henshaw lead a committee comprising Sam 
Ciccarello, Denis Harlow, Raz Di Carlo, Rob Chard 
and myself in ensuring that 100 years of soccer in 
this state did not go without recognition! 


This committee ensured that we successfully 
celebrated 100 years of the game in this state. 
While this came at a substantial cost, nonetheless, 
it generated great interest at all levels. 


It gave us the opportunity of recognising some of 
the people that have made some great contributions 
in this state and at the same time gave the present 
day players the opportunity of representing the 
state in the Fasta Pasta Centenary Challenge.

In the short time that he 
has been at the helm, Tony has developed and 
earned the respect of all who have dealt with him - 
at a National and State level.

With the uncertainty in the global market today we 
must ensure that we continue to promote Adelaide 
as a safe and friendly city to conduct training 
camps. 


They say “actions speak louder than words” - no 
truer saying when one refers to Basil Scarsella - 
President of the Oceania Football Confederation, 
statesman of Australian Soccer and unashamedly 
proud South Australian. 


Basil managed to deliver what those before him had 
failed to do - direct qualification for Oceania 
Confederation for the 2006 World Cup. 


This decision alone has breathed a whole new life 
into Australian Soccer, given us all real hope for the 
future of our game. 


The Chairman has made mention in his report of the 
efforts of John Dyer OAM as President of the 
Federation in the past two years.

The Collegiate Soccer League (CSL) is an 
associate member of the South 
Australian Soccer Federation, and it 
comprises of teams nominated by 
Universities, Colleges and High Schools, 
which have been accepted by the CSL 
council. 


The objectives of the CSL are to promote, organise, 
control, and encourage good sportsmanship in 
Soccer matches and Competitions for Students and 
Graduates of Universities, Colleges and High 
Schools. 


Founded in 1981, the CSL began with five (5) clubs 
fielding eleven (11) teams in one (1) division - of 
which seven (7) teams were previously in the SASF 
Metropolitan 2nd and 3rd divisions. 


Although wealthy in enthusiasm and popular 
amongst its peers across Australia’s soccer fraternity, 
the Collegiate Soccer League has continued to 
operate on a “shoe-string” budget, with an 
Executive Committee comprising of a Chairman, an 
Assistant Chairman, a Treasurer and a Secretary, who 
all volunteer their time and effort for the success of 
this league. 


The CSL has always enjoyed the support of all its 
members, who are instrumental in providing a soccer 
league that pride’s itself in its key principles of 
conduct, namely : promotion of sportsmanship in a 
competitive environment; democratic fairness in all 
its activities; good and effective management of the 
league; and accountability to all its constituents. 


The Collegiate Soccer League is enthusiastically

COACHING COURSES 


During the 2002 year the department held a number 
of courses - Introduction to Coaching - Junior 
Licence - Youth Licence - Senior Licence, and the 
new welcome addition of the Goalkeeper Licence. 


Three Junior Licence courses were held in country 
areas and some country coaches attended higher- 
level courses held in Adelaide. 


We have pushed hard this year to be able to host 
the new Soccer Australia Goalkeeping Licence and 
we were eventually rewarded with a visit from Jim 
Fraser, Soccer Australia’s Goalkeeper Instructor. 


The course was conducted over three days and Jim 
was assisted by our own Instructors Martyn Crook 
and Chris Terpcou. 


Participation was open to any coach that was 
currently registered with the SASF and held a 
minimum Youth Licence accreditation. 


Country Area coaches from Port Pirie, Whyalla and 
the Riverland were in attendance. 


We have continued updating and improving our 
courses in consultation with Jim Selby our National 
Director of Coaching. 


New presenters who have been used on the courses 
include SASF Development Officers Chris Terpcou and 
Carl Maynard, we also have from Women’s Soccer, 
Wendy Carter who recently undertook an Instructors 
Course at the Australian Institute of Sport in 
Canberra, and her involvement is in keeping with 
the increased amount of female coaches attending 
our courses. We welcomed back Zoran Maricic, a 
well-respected instructor, also used were Jeff Napier, 
Elvis Markov, Brenton Hiern, Airton Andrioli and 
John Mundy. 


We are very proud of the quality of instructors we 
have now acquired, in particular their open minded 
approach towards modern trends and their overall 
knowledge of the game, which hopefully will benefit 
all those who attend these courses. 


Accreditation and Licences 


Our main aim this year was to have everyone at the 
Senior Level suitably accredited and this we have 
achieved. Our focus next year will be to work harder 
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on policing the junior coaches and work with them 
and the clubs to provide more easily accessible 
courses, with more flexible time slots and 
geographical convenience. 


COACHING EDUCATION 


The South Australian Soccer Federation in 
conjunction with Soccer Australia put on a two-day 
workshop for high performance coaches.

COERVER COACHING REPORT 2002 


In January 2002, the South Australian Soccer 
Federation conducted its first Coerver Coaching 
Clinic. This clinic was seen as the pilot clinic for the 
April school holidays, and was conducted by Airton 
Andrioli. In April 2002, Coerver Coaching was 
officially launched by the SASF, information was 
sent to Federation registered players, between the 
ages of 9 - 13y.o. along with information being 
placed on the SASF website. These clinics proved to 
be the catalyst for Coerver Coaching in SA. Nine 
clinics were conducted in the April school holidays 
at venues in the North, South, West and North East 


of Adelaide. These clinics were also used to give out 
information regarding the forthcoming Coerver 
Soccer Academy Trials. By all accounts, these clinics 
were a tremendous success, with the only 
unfortunate thing being, we had to turn people 
away. 


In May 2002 trials were held for the Coerver Soccer 
Academy, the target age groups were U9’s, 10’s, 
11’s & 12's. The trials were held over a 2 week 
period, and were attended by over 100 trialists, 
(which exceeded our expectations by approx 50%). 
A selection panel of State / Regional and 
Development Coaches finally selected 3 squads 
consisting of 48 players and one Scholarship player 
(Kosta Mantis, who was selected for the Coerver 
Oceania Squad). 


The Coerver Academy is a 90 hour intensive program 
which finished in December 2002. It covers ALL 
aspects of game play including tactical and 
technical awareness. 


Other Coerver clinics were held in the July and 
October school holidays, and once again proved to 
be successful and in great demand. The SASF will 
shortly be conducting a Coerver Accreditation course 
for coaches, in anticipation of a surge in demand for 
the program. 


The following coaches should be congratulated for 
their hard work in establishing and maintaining a 
high quality product.

GOALKICK 


In May 2002 Goalkick was launched with six centres 
being established throughout the state. Cumberland, 


Enfield, Metro Stars, Modbury, South Adelaide and 
Western Strikers all hosted programs. 


Goalkick is a Soccer Australia skills program 
designed to target young boys and girls aged 5-7 
years old, with the aim of getting children to 
understand the skills and rules involved in the team 
sport of soccer. This program is in line with the 
National Junior Sport Policy. 


All reports suggest that the participants enjoyed 
their first taste of a structured soccer programme. 
The clubs were also delighted with the influx of 
young junior players being introduced to the 
pathway of soccer. 

Full credit must go to all the club Goalkick 
coordinators, Ray Dixon, Alan Morris, Michael 
Giuffreda, Domenic Quagliarella, Steve Cox, and Pat 
Crisci for a top effort. 


SCHOOL CLINICS 


The demand for school soccer clinics increases each 
year. This year our two S.A.S.F. Development Officers 
Carl Maynard and Chris Terpcou made regular visits 
to schools. The program also included visits from 
SAWSA Development Officers Lia Augimeri and Laura 
Mazzone. The popularity of soccer within the 
schools is very encouraging for the sport. The 
increase of staff this year has enabled more contact 
with schools, this has resulted in an approximately 
250% increase in clinic participation compared to 
2001. These school clinics allow both boys and girls 
to be introduced to the basics of soccer. Reports 
from the schools indicate, they have been very 
impressed with the standard of the sessions. Also a 
special thanks goes to Airton Andrioli, Geoff 
Hargreaves and Bess Hepworth for their support 
during the year.

2002 


SASI/NTC HEAD COACH - MARTYN CROOK 


Last year’s SASI program will go down 
as one of the most successful on record. 


The 2002 program started in fine style 
when Matthew Deegan and Keegan Nash 
were selected for the Australian Under 16 
team. They represented the Joeys in the 
Oceania Tournament during January, with 
the team winning the Final 4-0 against Vanuatu. 


Added to this, Scott Tunbridge became the 
twenty fourth SASI player to represent Australia 
when he played for the Olympic team against 
Colo Colo. He joined Iain Fyfe and Lucas Pantelis 
in the squad. 


The season ended on a high note when four 
players were selected in the Australian Under 16 
squad. The group was selected from the National 
Championships and coach Ange Postecoglou held a 
weeklong camp in Sydney. Keegan Nash, Matthew 
Deegan, Yianni Sarris and Oliver Totani were the 
players selected. Added to this Under 16 coach 
Airton Andrioli worked as the assistant coach on the 
camp. 


The squad reformed in February when they 
competed in the Oceania qualifiers on the Gold 
Coast. The under 17 World Cup will be held in 
Finland during August. 


SASI was well represented at the National 
Championships with twelve players playing in the 
Under 16 tournament. Four players also played in 
the Under 15 squad. 


September saw SASI win the Under 23 
Championship for the fifth time. The final was 
played at Hindmarsh against Playford with the final 
result being 1-0. Matthew Gaston scored the winner. 
The Player of the Year award finished in a tie with 
Matthew Deegan and Yianni Sarris sharing the 
honor. Michael Daloisio won the Players Player of 
the Year and Shane Tobias was judged the Most 
Improved. John DeFrancesco was the top Goalscorer. 


In July SASI took part in the Cava International 
Tournament in Italy. The tournament was made up 
of two groups in the under 17-age group. SASI were 
drawn with the local team Cavese, Napoli and Cheivo 
Verona. . 


In the opening game we lost narrowly to the 
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home team Cavese, this game was played 
on a gravel pitch and was at 1-1 until our 
goalkeeper was sent off and they scored 
late to get a 2-1 result. 


In the next game SASI produced one of 
jts most outstanding results when we 
defeated the strong Napoli team 4-0. In 
the final game we squandered a 2-0 lead against 
Chievo Verona and finished with a 2-2 draw. The 
point was not enough to put us through to the semi 
finals and we bowed out of the tournament. 


Verona went on to comfortably win the trophy. 


Also included in the tour were games in England 
and Malaysia. The tour was of excellent value to all 
concerned and our results further enhanced the SASI 
reputation. 


SASI was also well represented at the inaugural 
Festival Cup with Matthew Deegan and Adam Van 
Dommele taking part in the tournament. I also had 
the opportunity to be involved, as the assistant 
coach to Ange Postecoglou. 


This year we continued the successful coach 
scholarship scheme with Mick Doyle being appointed 
to the position. Mick worked with the squad during 
the summer and then accompanied the group on the 
European tour. Mick was of great value and he has 
subsequently worked with the under 13-development 
squad. 


Once again we thank the SASF for their support 
of the program. Chairman Tony Henshaw and his 
Board of Commissioners, especially to commissioner 
for juniors Norm Graham who's tireless work and 
vision are of great value to the program. To the 
General Manager of the soccer Federation Tony 
Farrugia and his staff for they're day to day support. 
Special mention goes to coaching and development 
administration manager John Mundy and to the SASF 
schools recruitment managers Chris Terpcou and Carl 
Maynard. 


The close link between the SASF regional and 
state development coaches are a pivotal part of the 
ongoing success of the program. Airton Andrioli, 
Brenton Hiern and Elvis Markov are all highly 
accredited coaches and their work with the feeder 
groups is invaluable. 


Many thanks go to the staff of the SASI squad. 
Manager John Brannigan, trainer Joe Foley, assistant 
coaches Noel Clarke, Glenn Dods and goalkeeper 
coach Chris Terpcou. The professional and dedicated 
way they have performed their duties has added to 
the success of the program. 


Thanks also to the SASI organisation for their 
support of the program.

Special thanks and best wishes go to Geof Pearce 
who is retiring from the public service to take up a 
position with the Sturt Football Club.

Law Amendments for 2002 - 3 

The International Football Association Board [IFAB] 
meets early each year to discuss changes to the Laws 
of the Game. Minor amendments were passed in March 
2002 and are now in use in Australia. 


In summary the changes are: 


Any advertising worn by players must be restricted 
to the jersey. If a player removes the jersey no 
garment worn underneath the jersey is permitted to 
carry any slogans or advertising. If it does it is the 
responsibility of the Association conducting the 
competition to take action against the player. [Law 
4] 

Any player who has left the field of play to have an 
injury treated may only return to the field after the 
game has restarted, and with the permission of the 
referee. [Law 5] 

The IFAB noted that there are four, not five, 
offences that can be committed by a goal keeper 
that would result in the award of an indirect free 
kick. This is a correction to the previous edition. 
[Law 12] 

Additional Instructions to match officials now 
become part of the Law Book. 


The IFAB also agreed at its meeting that: 
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Simulation by players was of increasing concern 
[eg. pretending to be tripped]. Referees are 
required to deal with such cases and caution 
players as appropriate. 

Referees have also been instructed to ensure that 
players do not delay the restart of play. The 
experiment conducted last season in some 
competitions where the ball was moved 9.15 metres 
closer to the offenders’ goal is being continued in 
selected competitions during the Northern 2002 - 3 
season and does not apply to Australia. 
Associations are to be reminded that the use of a 
temporary send off [sin bin] is strictly forbidden. 
Referees should be reminded that players are not 
allowed to use time wasting tactics when 
celebrating a goal. 


International & National Scene 

SA members are justifiably proud of their two FIFA 
Assistant Referees. Airlie Keen was in great demand 
during 2002 for National, Oceania and FIFA 
tournaments. Airlie officiated at the Australian 
Womens Championships in Coffs Harbour, at the 
Australia Cup [Australia v South Korea], and at the 
FIFA - Oceania Under 19 Women’s World Cup 
Qualifying tournament in Tonga. This hectic 
schedule culminated in being appointed to the FIFA 
Women’s Under 19 World Cup Finals held in Canada. 


After his World Cup Qualifying appointment late last 
year Matthew Cream is officiating at the FIFA Under 
19 World Cup Qualifying games in Fiji. 

Both Airlie and Matthew have been renominated for 
the 2003 FIFA Assistant Referee Panels by Soccer 
Australia. We eagerly await confirmation of their 
continuing International status. 

On the National scene Craig Zetter [Referee] and 
Matthew Cream, Sam Hasic, Paul Cetrangolo and 
Craig Dunkin [Assistant Referees] officiated with 
distinction on the 2001-2 National Soccer League. 
Craig Zetter received a Final Series appointment and 
Matthew Cream was shortlisted for the Australian 
Assistant Referee of the Year award. The same five 
officials are currently officiating in the 2002-3 NSL. 


Hopefully the current woes besetting Soccer 
Australia will soon be resolved. We look forward to 
the appointment of a full time National Referee 
Coach and to greater harmony and stability in the 
administration and coaching of referees throughout 
Australia. 


South Australian Referee Branches 

Although the Federation Branch provides the bulk of 
match officials for SASF and associated competitions 
there are other very active Branches in the State. 
We welcomed an Adelaide Hills Junior Soccer 
Association Branch to our fold in 2002. This Branch 
has had a very successful first season. It has already 
secured enough qualified referees to ensure that all 
of its fixtures have a qualified referee. This Branch 
joins the two other Branches [Elizabeth & Districts; 
SRA Noarlunga] in servicing the needs of Junior 
Associations in their respective areas. 


The SA Amateur Referees Association experienced a 
drop in membership during the season, but on a 
positive note introduced voluntary training for its 
members, a very professional move. 


Federation Branch 
Membership numbers in 2002 were relatively stable. 
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Although approximately 15 members did not renew 
their membership a substantial influx of young 
women and men joined the Branch. They are the 
future of the code and with support from all sectors 
of the game should provide a rich and exciting 
source of quality officials. 


Festival Cup 

For many members the highlight of their year was 
their participation in the inaugural Festival Cup. 
This quality international Under 19 tournament 
produced sparkling and entertaining soccer at 
Hindmarsh during August. The organisers are to be 
congratulated for bringing such outstanding soccer 
to Adelaide. I am delighted to note that our match 
officials excelled, raising their performance levels 
many notches to match the challenge of 
international soccer. We look forward to 
participating in future tournaments. 


SA Women’s Soccer Association Referee 
Scholarships 

The SAWSA awarded 6 x $300 scholarships to newly 
qualified women officials at the beginning of 2002. 
This excellent scheme, unique in Australia, has the 
potential to produce many top class match officials 
as well as expand the Federation Branch membership 
base. Congratulations to the SAWSA for their 
positive actions to recruit new officials and meet 
some of the code’s demands for qualified officials. 
The group [Lee Corey, Amelia Darby, Karen Moss, 
Susan Pearce, Lauren Travan and Nicole Wagner] has 
developed skills very rapidly. At least four of the 
group received appointments to the Women’s NSL 
Adelaide Sensation home games at the end of 2002, 
a remarkable achievement in such a short time 
frame. 


Despite some difficulties at the National level 2002 
has been a very positive season. We look forward 
with optimism to the 2003 season. Support for the 
professional development and treatment of all match 
officials from all elements of the game is welcomed. 


Finally, a special thank you to John Tarling who 
carried out the role as Acting State Coach during my 
recent absence with style and professionalism. 


REFEREES RECRUITMENT AND DEVELOPMENT 
Referees Recruitment & Development Officer - 
Chris King 


Year 2002 got off to a flying start with the 
formation of a new Branch of Referees for the 
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Adelaide Hills Junior Soccer Association and the 
development of trained and accredited Club people 
to officiate in the Junior Premier League. The 
South Australian Women's Soccer Association 
(SAWSA) referee scholarship scheme commenced 
with 6 young women who officiated with the 
Federation Branch of the ASRF (SA) during 2002. 


Although eighty nine (89) people successfully 
completed a Referee Introductory course during 
2002, it was lower than 2001 when one hundred 
and twenty six (126) participated. Refereeing did 
however get a better return of members in 2002 
with fifty eight (58) joining the metropolitan & 
regional branches compared to only forty (40) 
joining the ranks in 2001 out of the one hundred 
and twenty six (126) who participated. Thirteen 
courses were conducted with three cancelled due to 
a lack of numbers and various other reasons. The 
use of the South Australian Soccer Federation (SASF) 
website brought about a lot of interest in becoming 
a referee. 


One regional visit was undertaken during 2002, 
when the State Coach and I visited Whyalla and 
conducted examinations for two new referees and 
completed two upgrading inspections. No other 
invitations for visits in 2002 were received from 
regional areas. 


An Inspectors Course was again conducted in 2002 
with four participants. No other courses or 


programs were conducted during the year. 


During the latter part of the season I took the

My congratulations also 
go to the Organising Committee, for staging such an 
excellent and successful tournament.

2002 was another successful year for 
the Futsal SA Committee when in the 
summer months another successful Junior 
Futsal Competition was held at the new 
venue Campbelltown Leisure Centre (Ex-St. 
Bernards) on Saturdays from 9.00am till 
7.00pm. That's 10 hours of constant 
futsal matches on three Courts every half an hour. 

This Futsal competition attracted over 500 
players, most of them representing their North 
Eastern School and Soccer teams. Some teams and 
players even came from the Northern areas to 
experience the high level of competition this game 
has to offer in South Australia from the ages of 9 to 
17 years of age. 

The 21st of December saw the climax of this 
competition with 13 Grand Finals being played and 
every game was as exciting as the next one. The 
odd goal or two won all matches, so you can 
imagine the atmosphere, the excitement, the skill 
and the spirit these matches were played in. 

Futsal SA Development Officers Tony LaScala, 
Rob Pepicelli and Ray Grima were very satisfied with 
the way all players, coaches and parents have 
contributed positively to this exciting game of 
Futsal last season and already are looking to 
organising a winter competition, thus giving all 
players the opportunity to further develop their 
skills and enjoy the game of Futsal all year round 
and not just in the off season. 

In January 2003, two representative teams 
consisting of Under 13 and U16 flew out to the 
2000 Olympic Indoor Stadiums in Homebush in New 
South Wales to compete and participate at the 24th 
National Futsal Championships. Prior to departing 
for the championships coaches Tony LaScala, Greg 
Kalinovic, Ray Grima and Rob Pepicelli were 
confident that both teams would do well and that it 
would be a good experience for the boys to play 
against the dominating Futsal States of NSW, ACT, 
QLD and Victoria. 

Last year’s Under 12 Futsal State Champions won 
the Under 13 Futsal Grand Final defeating both ACT 
Gold in the Semi Final 4 - 2 and then winning the 
Grand Final 3 - 0 against ACT Blue. Congratulations 
to all the players and coaches on another excellent 
performance, winning back to back championships. 

The under 16 team were given another chance to 


prove themselves and there was 100% 
improvement on last year going out in the 
quarter finals. Captain Adrian Simeone 
and Joseph Giufreda both returning from a 
Futsal tour in Brazil have a new passion 
for the game and the new players in the 
team performed well. With a bit more 
development South Australia will eventually have a 
well-drilled Open Men’s Futsal National League team 
jin the near future. 

There was a good recruitment of new referees to 
the Futsal Competition from the SA Referees 
Federation Branch, the Amateur League Referees 
Association and the Elizabeth and Districts Referees 
Associations to officiate at all the matches and all 
were a credit to their respective Association in the 
professionalism and positive attitude they displayed, 
making the competition a successful one. 

Seven of these referees made the trip to Sydney 
to officiate at the National Championships. New 
comers Giancarlo Zumbo, Geoff Murch and Enrico 
Losapio experienced the Championships for the first 
time. They accompanied Tops Miletic, Ray Grima, 
John Greco and Anthony Greco who have all been 
there on a number of occasions. 

There was a new life added to the Magill 
University Senior Competition last season. Three 
new teams joined the already strong competition 
and it was anyone's guess which teams will be 
making the Grand Final. 

In the end two of the teams made the Top 5 
Grand Final with Series A running out winners 
defeating Team SBS 4-2 and North Adelaide All 
Stars were too good for the Outlaws in the 
Consolation Grand Final. 

Futsal SA will be looking to start competitions in 
all areas of the Metropolitan area in the near future 
by holding futsal clinics at all Primary and 
Secondary School and also by contacting all soccer 
clubs, so if you haven’t as yet been contacted and 
would like to be involved in this growing sport you 
may contact Development Officers:

In my previous report I indicated that 
SAWSAs objectives for 2002 would centre 
on - increasing participation and retention 
of players within our clubs; developing 
new opportunities for women and girls to 
participate in our sport; and making our 
home ground a reality. I’m pleased to 
report that over the past year we have made good 
progress on all three fronts. 


The numbers of women and girls playing soccer, 
both within and outside of SAWSA continues to 
grow steadily. There are still many untapped 
opportunities in this area. The employment of a 
part-time Recruitment and Development Officer in 
2002 was an important step in not only expanding 
the numbers of coaching clinics offered in schools, 
but also forming better links between schools and 
local clubs, and assisting players to make this 
transition. It is particularly pleasing to note the 
numbers of clubs who are committing themselves to 
providing more opportunities for junior players. 
Finding ways to retain our older, experienced 
players, either as players or in other roles, is equally 
important. It has also been pleasing to note the 
numbers of scholarship coach applicants who are 
players with many years of experience, wanting to 
give something back to the sport. Sarah Barker, a 
scholarship coach in 2001 and our ‘volunteer of the 
year’ is one such example of these people. 


In 2002 SAWSA continued to offer player, 
coaching sports trainer and refereeing scholarships 
in an attempt to encourage and promote women’s 
participation in all aspects of the sport. This will 
hopefully assist our clubs to have greater access to 
qualified people. Our Institute program, National 
League and participation in National Championships 
or the World Masters Games continue to offer 
opportunities for women and girls to participate at 
the elite level and we look set to be able to offer an 
increased range of league competitions and 
carnivals in 2003. 


In 2002 the SAWSA Board released a discussion 
paper regarding the restructuring of our leagues and 
competitions. I have appreciated the efforts of our 
clubs and members in responding to this and 
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actively participating in the various 
consultations. I am confident that the 
changes that the board have endorsed for 
2003 will both create and strengthen 
opportunities for women and girls, of all 
ages and abilities to participate in soccer. 


Achieving these first two goals relies in 
part on having an efficient and effective 
administrative base for the sport, keeping the sport 
affordable, and having strong forward thinking 
clubs. In 2002 the staff and Board worked hard to 
overhaul and update our’constitution, to develop 
and formalise a range of policies and to look for 
efficiencies in our administration — allowing us to 
plough as many of our resources as possible into 
development and our home ground. Keeping our 
sport affordable is an important part of our growth. 
Increasing insurance costs have made this more 
difficult. However costs of participating in sport is 
an area that both our Association and club 
committees will need to be mindful of in 2003. 


Having an Association home ground is also an 
important key in achieving the previous two goals. 
This venue will provide an adequate, permanent 
base for our state teams as well as allowing us to 
expand the range and format of competitions and 
carnivals offered. In 2001 SAWSA formed a 
partnership with Annesley College for the shared use 
of Park 21. In 2002 we successfully applied for a 
grant from the Adelaide City Council toward the cost 
of lighting of the pitches. We are hopeful that 
these grounds will be ready to be utilised during the 
2003 season. 


During 2002 SAWSA has worked with the South 
Australian Soccer Federation, South Australian 
Amateur League and Junior Associations to form a 
new governing body for the sport in South Australia. 
In September a Memorandum of Understanding was 
signed by all four parties for the creation of Soccer 
SA. Iam confident that this unified body will 
present new opportunities for the marketing, 
promotion and development of women’s soccer. 


There are many individuals and organisations 
whose assistance has been important over the past 
year. My particular thanks go to: 


° The SA Soccer Federation Commissioners, General 
Manager and staff who formally and informally 
support our mission in a variety of ways. A 
special mention must be made of the coaching 
staff who have worked hard to integrate school 
and other clinic activities for both girls and 
boys. 


e The Office of Recreation and Sport for their 
continued investment in women’s soccer. 


© Our volunteer State Team coaches, managers and 
trainers and others who assisted with clinics and 
carnivals. Your time, effort, skills and 
commitment are greatly appreciated. 


e The SAWSA Board, who give generously of their 
time and energy to govern and develop the sport 
— and who I have enjoyed a productive working 
relationship with over the past year. 


e Wendy Carter, Executive Officer, and Lia 
Augimeri, Recruitment and Development Officer. 
An organization could not ask for more 
committed and hard working staff. A special 
thanks also to Laura Mazzone, who stepped in at 
short notice to fulfil our school clinic obligations 
after Lia’s unfortunate injury during the season.

SOCCER 
REPORT 


It seems inconceivable that 2002 has 
passed us by and that we are yet again 
preparing for a new season. 2002 has been 
one of SAWSA’s busiest years and one that 
will assist women’s soccer to consolidate 
and enhance for future years. 


In 2002 although we did not have the 
grandstand finish of 2001, we were privileged to see 
many of our elite players return to the SAWSA 
leagues and play at club level. The return of these 
players accompanied by the import of some overseas 
players, ensured that the standard of the Premier 
Division League in 2002 was enhanced. This was 
especially illustrated in the Bailetti Cup, who could 
forget the semi-final game played between Fulham 
United and Adelaide City? The commitment, passion 
and determination displayed in this game would 
have stirred the emotions of any sports fan let alone 
a supporter of women’s soccer. 


I would like to congratulate all of the players 
and officials who have been involved in our leagues 
in 2002. I hope that regardless of whether your 
team was successful in winning or not that the 
achievements that you have gained from your 
involvement in women’s soccer will ensure that you 
return to the sport in 2003. 


During 2002 SAWSA undertook a number of 
programs and activities that complimented the 
objectives of the SAWSA 2001-2003 Strategic Plan. 
A major objective of SAWSA has been to increase 
the number of women involved in other areas of the 
sport, this has been undertaken through the 
continuation of the scholarship programs which aim 
to provide financial assistance predominantly to 
women to become qualified coaches, referees and 
sports trainers. Through these programs, six women, 
Lee Corey, Amelia Darby, Karen Moss, Susan Pearce, 
Lauren Traven and Nicole Wagner, have become 
qualified referees and have refereed at various levels 
of the sport. Six Sports Trainer Scholarships have 
been provided to Megan Ciesluk, Elizabeth Ferris, 
Joanne Izzo, Nerissa Morley, Max Primaro and Kellie 
Stephenson and six Coaching Scholarships to Franca 
DiBartolo, Mary Fabris, Alison Hill, Tara Morgan, 
Joanne Posgate and Zara Scholz. It is envisaged 
that through these programs the number and quality 
of female coaches, referees and sports trainers

involved in women’s soccer will increase. 
These programs have highlighted the 
opportunities that exist for women to 
participate in soccer other than playing. 


Many of the programs outlined in the 
Strategic Plan are reliant on the 
4 attainment of a home ground. During 2002 
SAWSA worked very closely with Annesley College to 
achieve this outcome. Although at times this has 
been a frustrating process with many hurdles to 
overcome, an agreement has been established 
between SAWSA and Annesley College that will see 
the development of a home ground with three 
soccer pitches. This agreement has been further 
supported by the Adelaide City Council who have 
provided a grant of $20,000.00 for the purpose of 
upgrading the soccer fields and the installation of 
lighting. It is anticipated that work on the home 
ground will commence early in the new year and 
may be available for the 2003 season. 


Another major initiative of SAWSA’s in 2002 has 
been to develop resources that will assist the 
association to attract sponsors to our game. 
Currently SAWSA relies solely on government grants 
and membership fees to generate income for the 
association. In the future, in particular with 
government grants, this income will not sustain the 
sport. Consequently SAWSA have developed 
sponsorship packages that will provide sponsors 
with the opportunities and benefits of becoming 
involved in the many areas of women soccer. These 
packages were dispersed to potential sponsors at 
the commencement of the new year. 


During 2002 SAWSA undertook a number of 
activities that were key components of the SAWSA 
2001-2003 Strategic Plan, however the SAWSA Board 
acknowledged that a review of the playing and 
participation programs outlined in this plan was 
needed to ensure that they were suitable to the 
future development and direction of women’s soccer. 
Consequently SAWSA embarked on an extensive 
consultation process involving coaches, club 
officials, players and supporters of women’s soccer. 


This process provided SAWSA with vital 
information and feedback to assist in implementing 
league structures for the 2003-2004 seasons. 


The most exciting aspect of this re-structuring is the 
introduction of new junior leagues. As of 2003, 
clubs now have the opportunity to field teams in a 
16 and Under League, 13 and Under League and 10 
and Under League. These changes now enable girls 
as young as 8 years of age to participate in soccer. 


These changes illustrate the commitment of the 
SAWSA clubs to the future development of our sport. 
Clubs are increasingly acknowledging that the key to 
creating a strong and viable sport relies on the 
continual development of younger players. 
Furthermore, one of the hurdles that continues to 
face all sporting organisations is the recruitment of 
volunteers. Clubs that concentrate on the 
recruitment and development of younger players are 
also experiencing an increase in the number of 
volunteers due to the increase in parent 
participation. 

At the end of 2001 I reported that our sport was 
experiencing a period of stagnation, the number of 
players that registered in 2002 and again the 
withdrawal of teams during this season would 
support this trend. However the changes that have 
been implemented for 2003 seem to have produced 
an air of confidence around the sport with clubs 
already reporting greater numbers of junior players 
attending clubs. 

Another positive outcome of 2002 has been the 


formulation of Soccer SA. Soccer SA brings together 
the four main associations responsible for 


conducting soccer in SA, the South Australian 
Amateur Soccer Assoc, the South Australian Junior 
Soccer Assoc, the South Australian Soccer Federation 
and SAWSA. Although there are still many more 
hurdles and discussions to be held, the process of 
bringing soccer together in South Australia has 
commenced and in time it will hopefully bring this 
great sport of ours together. 


Finally, as we head towards a new season it 
would be remiss of me not to acknowledge the work 
undertaken by our clubs. At times we all take things 
for granted, who marks out the pitches, who puts up 
the goal nets, who washes the strips, who arranges 
the fundraising events, and so on. These things do 
not just occur, many people are responsible for 
ensuring that SAWSA can conduct a competition and 
to all of these people your support and work is very 
much appreciated. 


I still have the belief that soccer can become a 
sport that will rival netball in the years to come. 
However I think we all need to take stock of what 
we have achieved to date and continue to be 
positive, passionate and committed to what we can 
achieve in the future. In 2003 SAWSA will celebrate 
25 years of development, it is the responsibility of 
everyone involved in soccer today and in the future 
to ensure that over the next 25 years we continue 
to develop this sport to the level that we all know 
jt is capable of reaching.

While Brazil won the World Cup for the fifth time 
against an ordinary Germany in June our local 
premier league heroes battled through another 
season of fascinating premier league football. 

While Adelaide Galaxy attracted all the 
headlines, Raiders recruited well under coach 
Michael Petrillo, but were discounted as early 
premiership contenders despite leading the table 
after 6 rounds. 

But round 7 saw Raiders plummet to 4th place 
after crashing to Playford 0-1 at Ramsey Park. 

Raiders continued to hover in the top 5 and 
never looked like going all the way, but Raiders and 
Petrillo had other plans in September. 

During the club’s 50th anniversary celebration 
Raiders did the impossible and won the premier 
league championship for the first time since 1997 
after coming from a shaky 4th place during the 
minor round.

In the elimination final, Raiders scraped through 
to the first semi final by knocking out Playford City 
1-0, while MetroStars were dealt a savage soccer 
lesson in a 0-6 hiding by Blue Eagles in the 
qualifying final. 

Raiders took full advantage of MetroStars shock 
Blue Eagles thumping and won the first semi-final 
2-1 a week later, ending MetroStars’ premiership 
hopes. 

A huge chequebook bolstered Galaxy, and, with 
seasoned veteran Milan Ivanovic in charge appeared 
to be heading for a premiership season. 

Galaxy's squad was a who's who of the premier 
league and in round 1 they thrashed Adelaide City 
6-0, while reigning premier Blue Eagles struggled to 
a 2-2 draw with the vastly improved Playford City. 

After convincingly winning the summer night 
series grand final and taking all premier league 
clubs before them without any fuss, Galaxy's reign 


started to crack in round 3 with MetroStars winning 
3-1 at Hindmarsh Stadium. 

Campbelltown City appeared to be dropping its 
bundle after a relatively successful summer night 
series, which saw them make the grand final before 
being pumped 1-6 by a ruthless Galaxy. 

The Red Devils got off to a miserable start and 
never recovered. 

No doubt the Red Devils have suffered the loss 
of a mass player exodus before the start of the 2002 
season, with the club losing its entire backbone 
including the three Menechella brothers. 

Blue Eagles beat minor premier Galaxy 2-1 with 
a burst of brilliant five-minute soccer, which saw 
the Blues qualify for its third grand final in 
succession. 

The preliminary final was expected to go Galaxy's 
way, but Raiders were defiant and dealt the Camden 
club a sorry blow with a convincing 2-0 win at 
Hindmarsh Stadium. 

Grand Final night was another extravaganza with 
an estimated 7500 spectators waiting to see who 
would be crowned 2002 premiers. 

The Blue Eagles were tipped to make it three in 
a row, especially with the news leaking through that 
the league’s most successful coach Zoran Karadzic 
could vacate the coaching position. 

Raiders, however, took full advantage of the 
underdog tag and despite the Blue Eagles drawing 
level through the effervescent Michael Brooks, 
Raiders persisted and eventually wore the outgoing 
premier to the ground and won the grand final 2-1. 

Petrillo and his charges were elated with the 
victory and celebrated long into the early hours of 
Saturday morning, with his opening line to Radio 
5RTI’s post grand final mortem being “I’m too old 
for this sort of stuff (the celebrating)”.

After a shaky start to the season, newly 
promoted premier league foes, Croydon Kings and 
Enfield City finally came good with a nail-biting end 
to the season. 

And the story couldn’t have been scripted any 
better. 

Round 22, the final minor round game, proved to 
be the “grand final” in the race to win promotion. 

Would it be Enfield with their sweet style of 
soccer or Croydon with their no nonsense tactics? 

Enfield and Croydon were sitting first and second 
respectively on the table, level on 46 points with 
only goal difference separating the sides. 

In round 22, Enfield needed a draw and they 
would become state league champion, thus climbing 
the easier road to premier league. 

Croydon, however, had other plans and destroyed 
Enfield City with a 2-0 win, with the proud Kings 
celebrating their victory even before the final

whistle had been sounded. 

Enfield’s loss saw the club drop to third spot 
with tough as teak Cumberland leapfrogging into 
second place. 

Enfield City coach Robbie DiTroia had a nervous 
wait and was eager to find out whether his club was 
good enough for promotion, with the top 5 finals 
series proving to be one of the most intriguing on 
record. 

Week one of the play offs was a total disaster for 
Noarlunga United who succumbed to a superb 
Northern Demons (1-2), who made sure of another 
chance for the holy grail. 

Enfield City got their game together and fired 
Cumberland 4-1 which gave Cumberland an anxious 
knockout semi final against a determined Northern 
Demons. 

Cumberland overcame their poor start to the play 
offs and beat Northern Demons 3-2 and survived a 


State League action between Seaford and Enfield City 
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late come back by the Port Pirie club, while Enfield 
City won its way into the grand final with a physical 
2-1 extra time win over minor premier Croydon. 

Despite dropping the minor premiership, Enfield 
City must have been secretly hoping that Croydon 
would knock off Cumberland in the all-important 
preliminary final. 

Enfield’s wishes came true with Kings winning 2- 
0 and both clubs were destined for the premier 
league without a grand final ball being kicked in 
anger. 

But rather than being a picnic grand final both 
sides were out to prove who was the best state 
league club in a thriller. 

Physical clashes were predominant in the 
toughest grand final on record and despite a couple 
of send offs, with referee Matthew Cream really 
earning his money in keeping other players on the 
park, Croydon Kings did enough to win the clash of 
the titans 3-2. 

Kings’ stalwart Shane Porter was like a kid in a 
lolly shop after he announced his retirement before 
the play offs kicked off. 

Porter justifiably ended his illustrious career 
with a premiership and 300 games under his belt. 


RESUME OF STATE LEAGUE CLUBS - 2002 

Croydon Kings (premier) - The Kings bounced 
right back into the premier league after their shock 
relegation 2001 premier league season. Coach Ennio 
Luongo worked on his side’s strengths with the 
Woods’ brothers Craig and Marc proving to be one of 
the most lethal sibling combinations in the league. 
They will need to strengthen their stocks to remain 
a power in the premier league. 

Enfield City (runner up) - Enfield City had an 
almighty season with coach Robbie DiTroia 
assembling a side of capable ball players. Enfield’s 
Mark Mulady was the best striker in the league and 
his mean feat was the turning point in the club’s 
success last season. Enfield is another club that 
would need to recruit or face a season fighting for 
survival. 

Cumberland United (third) - Cumberland were 
just off the premier league mark and were let down 
by some ordinary results against poorer opposition. 
After winning the premier league championship in 
1999 the Foxes have a lot of soul searching to do to 
climb back to the glory days. 

Northern Demons (fourth) - If all the state 
league matches were played on their home turf in 
Port Pirie, the regional side might have a slight 
chance of premier league promotion. Unfortunately 
travelling 300 kms every second week takes its toll.

Noarlunga United (fifth) - United had a better 
season than 2001 but still couldn’t remain a 
consistent threat to the title challengers.

Adelaide Hills (sixth) - The Hills had a solid 
year despite finishing out of the top 5 and appear 
to be on the improve with a blend of youth and 
experience. Hills giant killing winning matches 
simply weren't enough to sustain a top 5 with 
inconsistency robbing the club of success. 

Port Pirie City (seventh) - Pirie courageously 
fought its way to seventh place but finishing below 
neighbours Demons would have hurt the clubs pride. 
Pirie undoubtedly will correct the alarming statistic 
with a bumper 2003 season expected. 

Adelaide Cobras (eighth) - Cobras battled on 
with limited resources and should have finished a 
lot higher than their average eighth place. A wicked 
team spirit will help the club at least have another 
shot at premier league promotion. 

Western Strikers (ninth) - Mario Corti’s Italian 
Serie A experience as boss wasn’t enough for 
Strikers. Corti led Strikers at the start of the season 
and the youngsters appeared to be heading for a 
record season - until the wheels starting falling off 
with the club unable to bounce back from a couple 
of startling defeats. 

Salisbury United (tenth) - South Australian 
Premier Mike Rann is Salisbury’s number one ticket 
holder but it hasn’t helped the club on the park. Mr 
Rann’'s stories about George Best and his drinking 
habits when they met in England makes for a good 
social night at the club. Nonetheless, the Berries 
need to concentrate on getting the best resources 
from the wonderful northern suburbs soccer schools 
in order to better their standing. 

Panthers (eleventh) - Panthers tried in vain all 
year but still managed to keep its self-esteem intact 
even though the club won only one match for the 
season. Sooner or later the clubs youth policy which 
kicked off with a bang a few years ago will surely 
kick in the club hoping for an abundance in young 
stock for the first team. 

Seaford (twelfth) - The Surfers are still a long 
way from challenging for anything. Credit is due to 
the club’s administration for holding onto to the 
club for the good of the southern community. 
Seaford’s hierarchy must be commended and it’s 
hoped that the club will have a much better 2003 
for its efforts.

Soccer Australia has decided to introduce a brand 
new top 6 final format, which is almost a copy-cat 
version of the play off system used in Switzerland 
this season. 

The championship series allows the NSL’s top 6 
sides the chance to play a long and enduring home 
and away version with the top 2 sides after ten 
rounds of finals action playing off for the grand 
final. 

However there is a catch. 

The top 2 sides of the minor round home and 
away series are awarded points allowing them to get 
a head start on their competition. 

The minor premier receives a handy gift of six 
championship series points while the second placed 
side gains three valuable points. 

The concept is interesting but yet untried and it 
is hoped that the top 2 sides don’t gallop away in 
the early stages of the championship series, thus 
making for some “dead matches” during Australian 
soccer’s business end of the season. 

Consequently reigning premier Olympic Sharks 
and 2002 runner up Perth Glory have virtually 
stitched up first and second spot - not necessarily 
in that order - the scurry for the remaining four 
championship series places has been exhilarating. 

Up until round 18 South Melbourne, Newcastle 
United, Parramatta Power and Adelaide City appear 
set to join Perth and Olympic with 6th placed Force 
opening up a 5 point gap over its nearest rival 
Wollongong Wolves. 

However the minor round has possibly been the 
most competitive on record despite the dismal lack 
of television coverage and basic marketing on offer 
for Australia’s most recognised soccer league. 

The game has been in wild turmoil since the 
start of the season with a distinctive lack of 
direction, but under the current circumstances most 
clubs can hold their heads high in producing 
adequate sides in trying circumstances. 

Soccer Australia appear set to have another crack 
at relaunching the NSL at the end of the season. 

It’s all been heard and done before, but this 
time the game has been lovingly kissed in a 
remarkable twist of fate which will force our game 
into dramatic positive changes which were headed 
by South Australia’s own Oceania president Mr Basil 
Scarsella. 

Mr Scarsella won the FIFA executive over in an 
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important December FIFA meeting which finally 
granted the Oceania region one full welcome place 
for the FIFA World Cup, which will be held in 
Germany in 2006. 

All Australia has to do now is qualify by beating 
their pacific region neighbours in a home and away 
series and the game should be set for a soccer 
snowball - at last. 

As easy as it sounds, the local game now needs 
extraordinary changes to capitalise on what will 
happen in the future and Soccer Australia is running 
out of time to get it right for 2006. 

Politics aside here’s your favourite clubs’ NSL 
report card - 

Olympic Sharks (2002 premier) - The Sharks 
conquered a defiant Perth Glory in front of a 
parochial West Australian home crowd to break 
Glories hearts again in the 2002 grand final. Coach 
Gary Phillips did the “impossible” in his first stint 
as boss and it appears that Sharks have finally 
gained the respect they deserve this season. Sharks 
came to Adelaide and trounced Force 3-1 in round 
13 in a powerful display of total football in 36C 
degree heat. Sharks will be hard to beat for the title 
and the signing of Joel Porter to boost their 
attacking stocks has enhanced their favouritism. 

Perth Glory (2002 runner up) - Glory continue 
to defy the declining trend of the NSL by spending 
millions of dollars on promotion - plus the club has 
a star studded side to boot. Former Force attacker 
Brad Hassell has had his best season since 1995 
when he combined with another former black and 
white star now making headlines in Perth, Damian 
Mori. Hassell has been scoring frequently and laying 
on the goals for Mori with the club boasting a who's 
who of the NSL. Glory is yet to win a title after 
their hard efforts to keep the Perth public on side 
and time might be running out for this side, which 
needs a premiership or most players could be 
heading east, with the axe eagerly awaiting. 

South Melbourne - After a sluggish start, coach 
Danny Wright took over from deposed chief Eddie 
Krncevic and has finally got the Melbourne lads 
fighting in the right places - on the park. South is 
laden with youth and experience with Paul Trimboli 
and Mehmet Durakovic using their heads rather than 
physical endeavour push the club towards the 
premiership. Young Vince Lia has proven to be a 
handful and has slotted into the role left behind by 
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Con Boutsianis who walked away from the club in 
the off season. 

Newcastle United - Coach Ian Crook has 
transformed United into an outfit, which is capable 
of doing a lot of damage to the respectable clubs. 
Former Campbelltown City keeper, big Daniel 
Beltrame has won over hoards of fans with his safe 
keeping along with speedster and former Force 
utility Travis Dodd who has proudly adopted the 
Newcastle way of life. United has built a solid 
fortress at EnergyAustralia Stadium but needs to 
build on some good away results. 

Parramatta Power - New Power coach Nick 
Theodorokopoulos cleaned out the cobwebs at Power 

-and signed a wealth of new talent including Kosta 
Salapasidis from Adelaide Olympic. 
Theodorokopoulos has worked on tightening his 
defence with his former protégé at Wollongong Alvin 
Ceccoli and Nick Orlic performing admirably in front 
of SASI product and Power keeper Liam Reddy. At 
the end of January Power boasted the NSU’s second 
best defence behind Glory. 

Adelaide City Force - It was to be the start of a 
brand new era under newly appointed coach Charley 
Villani and the arrival of a host of players. 

The return of Italians Claudio Pelosi and Gianluca 
Lagati, the signing of another Italian Diego 
Pellegrini plus the return of Goran Lozanovski and 
former Olyroo Michael Valkanis heralded a new dawn 
in Force history. However the situation in December 
changed radically when Villani resigned after a 
string of poor results, and, to cut a long story short, 
Zoran Matic was reinstated as caretaker coach in 
January. Since the return of the maestro, Force has 
again picked up the top 6 momentum plus signed 
another keeper, Louie Acevski and another import 
Mariano Alberto Aguero from Argentina. There 
appears to be no turning back for Force with a 
healthy finish predicted for a very capable side. 

Wollongong Wolves - Sometimes the game's 
highs and lows are based around the budget coaches 
are given and Ron Corry has proved that a team can 
pull together on a shoestring financial plan. After a 
dirty start to the season, Wolves has mixed it with 
the best and is slowly pushing to be included in the 
top 6 championship series. The nucleus of the back- 
to-back premiership sides of the second millennium 
have all but disappeared with another former Force 
product Dino Mennillo hitting his straps after a 
delicate operation. Wolves can make the top 6, but 
time is a valuable factor which is disappearing fast. 

Melbourne Knights — Andrew Marth found out 
the hard way about being a player/coach in the 
NSL. Marth was fired from coaching in late January 
after a string of poor results which saw the club win 
two out of nine matches and was asked to “go 
fishing” by the a member of the Knights’ board. 
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Marth’s departure seemed to work as Melbourne took 
a road trip to Brisbane and fired the Strikers 5-1 on 
Australia Day eve. Knights are still within a chance 
of making the top 6 cut but need to inspire at home 
and pressurise the better clubs away. 

Sydney United - United also sacked coach Brank 
Culina at the wrong end of the season and are 
looking to sure up their future. Culina’s departure 
was a surprise as the astute coach tried his best to 
work with a depleted squad. Nonetheless United has 
a good basis to work with and their next coach 
might be able to reap potential rewards. 

Brisbane Strikers — Strikers are struggling after 
beating some of the NSU’s big guns including Perth 
and Olympic, yet falling in a hole against “lower” 
opposition. At the three-quarter mark of the season 
Strikers’ still have a mathematical chance of making 
the top 6 grade. Strikers need to look within to find 
the root of their underlying problem of falling apart 
especially with super players in the class of 
Brazilian import Fernando Rech and Stephen 
Laybutt. 

Northern Spirit - The Spirit have been caught 
far behind the pack largely due to a_ host of 
deferred matches, all because they have supplied 
the basis of the Young Socceroos World Cup 
qualifying side. At the same time Spirit has 
attracted the experience of Alex Tobin who 
surpassed the incredible milestone of 500 NSL 
games against Perth Glory at Perth Oval on February 
1. Tobin's record is amazing considering he has 
taken all the Australian football codes professional 
records before him. It is only hoped that Tobin can 
win the deserved recognition he thoroughly deserves 
in his soccer home-town of Adelaide. 

Football Kingz - When will our Tasman 
neighbours prove to us that they are worthy of the 
NSL big time. Kingz dropped their bundle again this 
season after a brighter start than normal. Kingz are 
New Zealand’s only NSL club and with all the 
pending Kiwi support behind them, they have 
disappointed an expectant Australian NSL which is 
crying out for better Oceania competition. Kingz are 
all but out of the top 6 race and seriously need a 
major overhaul to gain some Aussie respect. 

Marconi Stallions - Axed boss Raul Blanco 
inherited an average squad and paid the ultimate 
price when he was asked to leave in January, 
following a 3-0 Force thumping, by Stallions’ 
football director Rale Rasic who has taken charge. 
The Stallions have gone from bad to worse and hold 
the wooden spoon at the end of January. The new 
year saw Stallions’ season receive another jolt with 
a 0-7 thrashing by Power, its most severe hiding on 
record against current NSL opposition.
